ALLIES TELL THE TURK.

ONDON, Dec. 23.-—-The Turkish 
L delegates faced today the real at- 

tack of the allies at the fifth meet- 
ing of the peace conference. 

The victorious allies laid their most 
important cards on the table. These 
were in the form of territorial condi- 
tions which they had agreed to impose 
on the Ottoman empire. The demands 
as set forth were: 

First—The cession by Turkey of 
all the territory west of a line start- 


ling from a point east of Rodesto, on 


the Sea of Marmora, to a point in the 
Bay of Malatra, on the Black Sea. 
and excluding the Peninsula of Gallip- 
oli, Albania’s status to be decided by 
the powers.

Second—The cession of the Aegean 
Islands occupied by the Greek forces 
in the present war and by the Italians 
in the recent war.

The allies did not reveal today the 
financial proposals which they will 
make to Turkey, reserving them for 
a future meeting. 

Before the allies presented their 
specifications today, the Turks an- 
nounced that their government was 
prepared to proceed with the negotia- 
tions, leaving the question of revic- 
tualing Adrianople for discussion be- 
tween Turkey and Bulgaria. They 
abandoned their previous request to 
provision Scutari and Janina.

sidiary, the Central Vermont, pro- 
posed, the indictment recites, to op- 
erate a railroad line in Rhode Island 
and in Massachusetts, and a line of 
steamships from Providence to New 
York. 

Work was begun on the railroad on 
May 22, 1912, and continued until 
November 9, 1912. During that time, 
it is set forth, there was expended on 
the line and in the line of steamships 
the sum of $2,000,000 and there had 
been incurred further obligations 
amounting to $2,000,000. 

TWO STATES COMPLAINED. 


The railroad situation in New Eng- 
land was brought to the attention of 
the Federal Department of Justice 
first by the State officers of Massachu- 
setts and Rhode Island who declared 
that the abandonment of cert ex- 
tension ‘projects then indicated was 
due to a secret traffic and mileage 
agreement between the two roads. On 
November 19, representatives of the 
two States called on President Taft 
and Atty.-Gen. Wickersham and 
pointed out that the individual States 
were unable to cope with the situation 
and asked the government to take 
action. 

The State officials asserted that the 
alleged agreement between the New 
Haven and Grank Trunk roads meant 
the abandonment of projects for the 
extension of the Grand Trunk line 
through territory row monopolized by 
the New Haven. 

In its investigation during the past 
month, the grand jury examined offi- 
cers of both roads and their subsi- 
diaries and also experts representing 
New England States and cities most 
interested.

It European mediation 1s Impos- 
sible or unsuccessful, other powers 
may be appealed to, first of all the 
United States. It is rumored that 
there is a possibility of asking media- 
tion by the Pope. It is recalled that 
Pope Leo XIII was entrusted by Bis- 
marck with settling of a dispute be- 
tween Germany and Spain over the 
Caroline Islands. In case His Hol- 
ness Were the mediator, his action 
would be entirely independent, as none 
of the belligerents is a Catholic power. 

It is considered that the best per- 
son to approach the Vatican for medi- 
ation would be M. Miyuskovitch, one 
of the Montenegrin delegates to the 
peace conference, who was Monte- 
negrin envoy to the Holy See in the 
negotiations for an agreement con- 
cerning the Catholic hierarchy in Mon- 
tenegro and the appointment of an 
Archbishop at Antivari. 

The conference of Ambassadors will 
meet again January 2. Meanwhile, the 
German Ambassador has gone to Ber- 
lin and M. Cambon, the French Am- 
bassador, is spending the holidays in 
Paris. Count Mensdorff, the Austro- 
Hungarian Ambassador, and Sir Ed- 
ward Grey, the British Foreign Secre- 
tary, are in the country for Christmas,

UNCLE SAM OFFICIALLY TOLD OF 
HIS COMING. 

Venezuelan Exile Will Not Be Per- 
mitted to Start Any Revolutions 
from the United States and May 
Be Kept Out of Country User

WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.—The 
coming to America under the name 
of Ruiz of Cipriano Castro, one time 
President and practically dictator of 


Venezuela, was today officially an- 


nounced to the State Department 
from the American embassy in Paris. 
‘The Venezuelan exile is aboard La 
Touraine, which is due in New . York 
next Saturday and the State Depart- 
ment is confronted with the disagree- 
able question of what to do with him. 

It tacitly is admitted if Castro is 
to be kept out of the United States 
it must be done under colér of the 
public health laws and regulations, for 
there is no legal charge against him 
that would warrant such action. 
Therefore the decision of the ques- 
tion as to his admission probably will 
be left to the Department ot Com- 
merce and Labor, which is charged 
with the conduct of inimigration. 

Officials of that department today. 
said Castro wound be subjected to a 
rigid examination immediately upon 
landing to determine his admissibil- 
ity to the country, but no official was 
prepared today to say whether the 
government as a matter of policy 
would go to extremes to keep’ the 
Venezuelan out. 

Officials here would not hazard a 
guess as to the purpose of Castro’s 
visit. Should the ex-President cher- 
ish a design of starting another rev- 
olution against the government of 
President Gomez in Venezuela, it was 
pointed out, he certainly would find 
a difficult field fdr his operations in 
this country, where his every move- 
ment would be watched by agents of 
the Department of Justice to prevent 
violations of the neutrality act.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.—The 
United States, home of the first 
heavier-than-air flying machine, is far 
dehind other nations in military avia- 
tion. This ts the assertion of Capt. 
Wasehnegton I. Chambers, U.S.N., chief 
of the navy’s aviation corps, an expert 
who is dévoting his entire time to the 
science. He says: 

“France leads the world in avia- 
tion and all that she does is worth do- 
ing. A short time ago, in response to 
ran inquiry by the Minister of War, 
over 3000 officers signified their de- 
sire to learn aerial navigation. Ger- 
many leads in sero stations, but is 
making great progress in aviation also. 

“France has eight dirigibies, Ger- 
many, 30. The number of aeroplanes 
actually possessed by each is rapidly 
increasing, but France probably will 
possess about 350 before the end of 
the year, the ultimate aim being to 
have 1000 as soon as the . requisite 
number of pilots can be taught to use 
them. 

“It is significant of German fore- 
sight that one of the first steps un- 
dertaken when tt was decided to con- 
struct an aerial fleet, was to found 
acro-dynamic laboratory. This is 
Gottingen, where the best-known 
course of instruction in aeronautics is 
ably conducted by Prof. Prandtl.

OVERRULED DEMURRERS. 
The Federal Court, in suspending 
application of the Initiative rate Dill, 
overruled the demurrers which had 
been filed by the Attorney-General. 
In overruling these demurrers, Judge 
Gilbert said that the court wanted to 
have the answer filed to the bill of 
complaint, and that in all probability 
ft would be disposed of on the bill and 
answer without taking testimony.

@ written opinion been rendered 
Judge Gtibert re : “We are not 
prepared to discuss the merits of the 
controversy at present, but would pre- 
fer to have further statement of facts 
by way of answer.

W. B. Mathews was then 
City Attorney and upon his rendering 
an opinion adverse to the mainten- 
ance of the tracks, action was com- 
menced in the Superior Court to com- 
pel their removal. 

This continued until Leslle R. 
Hewitt became City Attorney, and 
during his tncumbency Judge Trask 
gave a decision adverse to the city. 
Moore again stirred up the matter 
and finally the case was appealed. 
Under the regime of John Shenk as 
City Attorney a decision fuvorabie 
was given by the Supreme Court and 
finally the Board of Public Utilities 
and the City Council serv notice on 
the Southern Pacific to remove its 
third track.

CLEARINGS ern GAIN. 


December's Total Promises to Ex- 
ceed November's By a Million Dol- 
lars or Two. 

Bank clearings for this month to 
date aggregate about $85,000,000, ex- 
ceeding last year’s total for the same 
period by more than $18,000,000. If 
the present daily average of clear- 
ings is maintained for the remaining 
six days of the month, it is probable 
that the total will show an increase 
over last month of $1,000,000 to 
$2,000,000. In this case the aggre- 
gate for December will exceed that 
of any previous month in the his- 
tory of the city. The clearings for 
the whole year will probabily ex- 
hibit an increase over last year’s total 
amounting to more than $200,000,- 
000. 

Figures show that during the past 
five years the total resources of the 
city’s banks have growu- about $1035,- 
000,000, &md that since January 1, 
1908, deposits have increased $95,- 
000,000, loans and investments about 
$83,000,000, capitals about $2,000,- 
000 and surplus and undivided pro- 
fits about $5,000,000. It is estimated 
that on January 1, 1913, deposits will 
be about $178,486,000; loans and in- 
vestments, $151,586,060; capitals, $14,-

HE LITERACY TEST. 

To select soldiers for their stature 
and value them at so much inch, to 
retire all officers at a certain age irre- 
spective of their capacity, to condemnu a 
desert as a barren waste because without 
applied water it is non-productive—these 
ideas are ou a par with legislation to bar 
ovt all emigrants who are illiterate. The 
tall soldier is an easier mark for the ene 
my; age and experience often produce bet- 
ter results than youth and confidence; the 
richest lands in the world were once des- 
ert. An ygducated foreigner may be a 
dangerous anarchist, and an illiterate peas- 


ant valuable raw material. A knowledge ot 
letters is no gauge as to the fitness or unfit- . 


ness of an“emigrant, considered simply as 
a useful cog in the complex machine of 
American civilization. 

California is vitally interested in any im- 
migration bill likely to be passed by the 
present Congress. The Panama Cana) will 
bring hosts of emigrants from Southern 
Europe to our fospttable shores. Many of 
these will come from the peasant class of 
Italy, Spain and the south of France. More 
than likely some of them will be illiterate. 
Put they will come from country districts 
where the olive, the fig, the grape and the 
citrue fruit have been cultivated for cen- 
turies by their sires and the sires before 
them. They will come to. a new land 
where the olive, the fig, the grape and 
the citrus fruit will be cultivated for gen- 
erations to come, filled with an inherited, 
inbred instinct for assisting in such work. 
As orchardist, vineyardist. . agricultural 
workers—a class of labor with which the 
Californian market at present is woefully 
undersupplied—they will be valuable in the 
vast development of the great Southwest. 

Very often, indeed, no education is a bet- 
ter gift than a hdlf education. The man 
who cannot read or write may get a good 
start here at good wages, driving the cul 
tivator or wielding the shovel. The am- 


bitious laborer can find plenty of opportu- 


nity afterwards to become a sufficiently 
able writer and reader. After his industry 
has given him a stake in the new country 
and its interests his added literacy will 
make him a worthy citizen. The self-edu- 
cated man is the backbone of America.

But, as a matter of fact, most women 
really like a little blood.

of queens. 

Almost any of us could name a few 
en who shudder at the thought of war, or 
blood of any kind, but if it comes to that, I 
knew quite as many men to whom the 
sight of blood is intolerable. Women don't 
d to prize fights in this country because 
men have decreed that they are too fastidl- 
ous for any such painful exhibition, and 
when papa assures us we are nice little 
girla we try not to disappoint him. There 
was no such absurd distinction in the old 
civilizations, and from all accounts women 
outnumbered men in witnessing the gor- 
geous spectacle of a few craven Christians 
being gnawed alive by hungry liens. 

When hanging was a public exhibition in 
England the women flocked in thousands 
to witness the exciting scenes. When op- 
erations are to be performed in hospitals 
women assfst with calm interest. And. 
talking of surgical operations, American 
women positively dote on them for them- 
selves. Nothing appears to give them 80 
much pleasure as a really gorv operation. 
They will enter the hospitai tight-heartedly 
with an odd sense of morbid satisfaction;

COURT'S DECISION MAY 
CAUSE DROUGHT AT TAFT. 


AKERSFIELD, Dec. 23.—[Ex- 
Dispatch.} The whole 

town of Taft may have to go dry 
as the result of a decision by Judge 
Paul W. Bennett today, giving Char- 
lotte E. Ayers damages in the amount 
of $20,000 damages against the South- 
ern Pacific Railroad Company because 
the latter did not enforce the anti- 
liquor clause in its deeds conveying 
lots in that town. : 

Practically the whole of Taft proper 
is built on land pyrchased from the 
railroad, and all the deeds contained 
a clause providing that if any kind of 
intoxicating liquors were sold thereon 
the land should immediately revert to 
the railroad. Mrs. Ayers complained 
that she had bought lots on the under- 
standing that the town was to be dry 


and had built a hotel at a large ex- 


pense on that assumption, but others 
who obtained land from the railroad 
by similar deeds were allowed to run 
saloons. Lawyers say that the rall- 
road will be forced to enforce the 
anti-saloon clause in its deeds or be 
subjett to endless damage suits. 

The railroad denied that there was 
any intention on its part to make the 
whole of its townsite at Taft dry, or 
that the plaintiff was given any such 
understanding by any railroad agent. 
it also stated in its answer mat the 
plaintiff had undertaken to secure ex- 
clusive privilege to sell liquors in the 
territory purchased from the railroad.

erence to Sweated Fruit Will Not 

Affect Adversely. 

PORTERVILLE, Dec. 23.—Central 
California orange growers almost unl- 
versally approve the decision of Judge 
Landis, handed down in the Federal 
courts in Chicago, and in which find- 
ing a ban is placed upon further 
sweating of citrus fruits. 

For the past four years there have 
been attempts made to organize the 
growers and enter into agreements to 
pick only that fruit which has colored 
naturally on the trees. These organ- 
‘izations have never been a success. 
Good market conditions have always 
stimulated the picking of fruit which 
was of indifferent quality and from 
that it was but a step to an attempt 
to market oranges unfit for general 
consumption. 

Judge Landis's decision means that 
throughout the early navel district 
the first picking of fruit will be done 
carefully for color. This may mean 
that the shipping season of 1913 will 
open a bit later than the average. The 
delay will be a trifiilng one, however, 
and will not be above two weeks later 
than has been the practice when fruit 
is sweated. 

That the consignment of tree- 
ripened fruit will mean better mar- 
ket conditions is generally admitted 
here, and the government decision will

The contract in ques- 
tion, which was entered into by the 
previous Board of Trustees in Febru- 
ary, 1912, was successfully contested 
in the courts by some of the interested 
property holders. The contractor has 
appealed against the decision of the 
court, and the city on t foregoing 
advice of counsel has a appealed. 
Should the contractor see ft to with- 
draw his appeal the city would do the 
same and the way would be clear for 
new proceedings looking to the pave- 
ment of the drive.
